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LEMON BUTTER. 

Heat six eggs, one-fourth pound of 
butter, one pound of sugar, rinds and 
juii:e of throo lemons,, mixed in an 
eurtliorn dish and set in a pan of hot 
wuter to cook. 

UICE PUDDING. 

One quart of milk, one-third cup of 
rten, two-thirds cup of sugar, and a lit- 
tle salt. Put all in a dish and cook 
(bake) from two and one-half to three 
hours, stirring often. Use uncooked 
: rice 

SCOTCH COLLOP. 

Tuko lean meat, beef, veal, or mut 
ton, cut into little squares, and stew 
until, quite tender in water enough to 
cover it, season with salt, pepper, and 
yot herbs/and thicken the gravy with 

little' llour. Toast somo slices of 
breuil, butter and cut into wedges, 
turn the stew into a platter and set 
the toast round the edges. 

VEAL SAUSAGE. 

• Takti fat bacon and veal in equal 
quantities, with a handful of sago, a 
little salt, peppor, and if at hand an 
anchovy. Let all be chopped and beat- 
en well together, floured, rolled, and 
frjied. Veal sausage are better for 
persons whose digestion is not very 
■strong that those made of pork. 

DREAD CRUMB PUDDING. 

I Make a quantity of bread crumbs by 
' rubbing the crumb of a stale loaf 
through a wire siovo ; put a pint of 
milk and one ounce of fresh butter in- 
to a saucepan on the fire, with sugar to 
tmite, and the thin rind of a lemon, cut, 
if possible, in one piece ; when the 
'milk boils strew bread crumbs into it 
ujital a thick porridge is obtained then 
turn it into a basin. When cold remove 
the lemon rind, and stir in one by one 
the yolks of four eggs ; mix well, then 
stir in the whites of two eggs, beaten 
■j> to a stiff froth, and a small quanti- 
ty of candied citron peel, cut very thin. 
Have a plain mould, buttered and 
broad crumbed very carefully all over, 
pour the composition into it, and bake 
it about : half an hour. Serve cold, 
with' fruit or wine sauce. 

8TAMPSC0TT BUNS. 

Buns are easily made, and are ex- 
cellent .when this receipt is followed : — 
Takeone cup of yeast, one cup of sugar, 
one of butter, three cups of sweet milk; 
mix at night, omitting the butter and 
Btig'ar, make a very soft sponge, let it 
stand till morning and then add the 
batter and a pinch of soda and the su- 
gar ; let it rise again until it is very 
light, then knead lightly and put into 
the tins. When light enough bake in 
a moderate oven till the top is a dark- 
brown; while hot rub over the top with 
a little bit of butter, this makes the 
crust tender and smooth. If you choose 
you can add English currants, and 
when brought to the table warm they 
arc said to resemble the wonderful tea- 
eakes of Mrs. Southey, when Shelley, 
having onco tasted them, wished his 
wife to serve for supper ever after. 

, MILK CEMENT. 

,It may. not be well known that new 
milk makes a good cement for brokon 
crpekery. j One good method of using 
it is to snugly tie together the different 
parta and lay in the pail while milk- 
ing. After thoroughly drying the pieces 
will uo found to be firmly united, and 
will remain together a long time if not 
soaked. Another way is to take warm, 
fresh milk and turn into a basin over 
.the fire; into this lay a,->«- dish or toy, 
firmly tied together w.th thread or 
twine. Heat until scalding hot, re- 
move, and dry. A milk pitcher mend- 
ed in this way was in daily use for 
weeks. I had a large yellow nappy 
eracked so badly that it leaked. One 
morning I filled it with milk and plac- 
ed it on the stove; it soon stopped leak- 
ing and after the milk waa turned out 
the parts were so firmly re-united that 
it rang like a whole dish. 

A GOOD PEA 80UP 

In an article on "Summer Soups" 
Mre. Eeechcr giveB the following as "a 
receipt for a most delicious pea-soup''' : 
Put half a pound of butter into a soup- 
kettle, ovor the fire, and add to it a 
quart of green peas. Shake them round 
constantly for fifteen minutes to prevent 
their browning. Then take out half 
the peas, and set aside; then pour in 
two quarts of vegetable stock, or some 
prefer boiling water. Cub fine about 
a pint of spinach, half a dozen green 
onions, a little mint if agreeable, and a 
head of celery.' Set the kettle where 
this will stow slowly two hours, till 
all tho materials are reduced to a jelly, 
;:then add tho pint of peas reserved.thrco 
teaspoonfuls of sweet buttor rolled in 
flour, two tablespoonfuls of salt, and 
one of black pepper. Let it just bail 
up, then pour into r. hpfc soup tureen, 
and serve immediately.

*A coal,' said Coopor, 'has bounced ac- 
ross the room from Jones's picture, and 
set tire to Turner's sea.' The great man 
did not come into tho room for a day 
and u half ; and then in the last mom- 
ents that were allowed for painting, 
he glazed the scarlet seal he had put on 
his picture, and shaped it into a buoy."

" I intend moving to Victoria next sum- 
mer vithniy family. Toronto is our home. 
.Wo came hero for a change of climate; 
but tho winters are too severe for 
my wife's health which is delicate, so we 
ore going to remove to British Columbia. 
Will you bo kind enough to answer a fow 
questions : Could I invest a few thousand 
dollars at a better rate than per cent , 
Is gold or bank notes preferable I Have 
you much cold weather? Is living ex- 
pensive 1 Aro rents, provisions and cloth- 
ing cheap? Havo you any shooting and 
fishing? Yours, 

You can invest money on first class 
real estato socurity at 8 per cent Some 
lenders are getting as high as 10 and li! 
per cent, for short loans. Money com- 
mands from one to one and a-lmlf per 
cent, per month. Tho banking rate of 
discount for best paper is ono per cent, 
per month. There is abundant oppor- 
tunity for investment in manufactures. 
The climate is tho loveliest in tho world. 
The winters aro short and scarcely 
ever sever?. Canadians who report 
that when they left Ontario on the 24-th 
March the country was under snow 
and the riveiu frozen solid, arrived yes- 
terday. They are surprised to find 
fruit trees in blossom and loaf and 
tender plants in full bloom in open air; 
the country, green as an emerald, 
stock rolling fat on new grass and the 
farmers busily plowing and sowing.

Salmon, 
aturgeon, halibut, sole, turbot, flounder, 
herring, whiting and a delicious morsel 
known as tho oolachan are amongst the 

firoducts of Columbia's sea farm. Tho 
ake8 and streams are alive with trout. 
Deer, duck, gceso and hear, when in 
season, are numerous within n few 
miles of town, llents aro low. You 
should bring either gold or Canadian 
government bank notes. The notes of 
local (Eastern) banks pass here at 
a discount. We hope our correspon 
dent will "like the picture." It is at 
least truthful.

A BUGBEAR. 



Under the caption of "Road Tolls " 
tho N«w Westminster Herald gives 
birth to a bugbear. It shows that the 
effect of tho construction of the railway 
■will bo to lessen the amount received in 
road-tolls for goods carried over tho 
wagonroad, and adds that "it is by no 
means beyond tho bounds of possibility 
that the government will b? found in- 
sisting upon tho tolls upon freight car- 
ried over the railway." That the gov- 
ernment are quite capable of perpetrat- 
ing any absurdity wo are quite prepared 
to believe. There is nothing on the 
face of the earth or in the waters under 
the earth that is half so foolish as their 
policy. They are the great original 
" Big 3" — the " end men " of political 
tomfoolery and unconstitutional balder- 
dash. If there is a wrong side to any 
question — if there is an involved or il- 
legal way of doing a thing — one can 
lay a wager they will be bound to 
adopt it. Fools sometimes stumble in- 
to the right path and follow it to a suc- 
cessful ending. But these mountebanks 
wbon they are put on the right road by 
tkeir opponents lose their way 
long before they reach the goal. The 
natural consequence is that British Co- 
lumbia enjoys the reputation at Ottawa 
of having had more Acts returned 
"disallowed " than all the other prov 
ince3 put together. That the. govern- 
• ment will attempt, as the Herald says, 
to levy a toll on railway freight is not 
improbable; but tho idea is so absurd, 
besides being in direct contravention 
of the Terms of Union and the Syndi- 
cate Bargain, that we wonder our long- 
headed contemporary has wasted a col- 
umn in its discussion. It is simply a 
ca*e of " can't bo done." Bail- 
way freight cannot be subjected 
to a road toll any more than 
goods that go to Yale by water. 
The Dominion Government secured un- 
der the Aot of Union a right of way 
through British Columbia for a rail- 
way and have ceded thac right to the 
Railway Syndicate. Wherever the 
wagonroad is crossed by the railway 
lino a new pieco of road has been made 
at tho contractors' expense. After the 
completion of the railway, and as tLu> 
work progresses, the collection of road 
tolls between Yale and Savonmnust be 
discountinued, because the wagonroad 
will fall into disuse, and as tho Herald 
remarkc, "there will be serious deficit 
in Mr. Beaven'b next budget."

Newfoundland has at length decided 
for a railway across the island, its gov- 
ernniont having accepted the offer of an 
American syndicate to build the rail- 
way for one hundred and eighty thous- 
and dollars per year for thirty-fivc- 
y«ars and a million acres of laud.

. BUiadoll and Messrs. Tliain and Doans, 
leturnod from tho trip to Queon Char- 
lotte's Islands j'ostorday morning after an 
absence of 15 day8, during which time the 
party viaitod and partially oxplored the 
above, group, and also oxaminod tho cop- 
per and iron deposits of Taxada Island 
mid tho marblo quarries at Alort Bay, 
bringing specimens from each. At Quoan 
Charlotte's Island tho party visited tho 
old workings of the.Anthracite Coal Com- 
pany. Thoy found tho tramway in a bad 
stato of 'repair, but tho tunnels aro in 
good order. Tho two seams of anthracite 
coal — ono six feet, and the other two 
foot nino inches in width — can be traced 
around Mount Seymour for a distance of 

, levor&l miloa and are plainly scon in the 
tunnels. A quantity of anthracite coal : 
which is belioved to be of excellent quali- 
ty, was brought down and will be subject- 
ed to a careful test.

O. B., will not remain much longer at 
Peking, and that his successor will 
probably be Mr. Edward B. Malet, 
C. B., at present H. B. M'a Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Cairo. 

It is said that a high official is now 
on his way to Franco to negotiate with 
M. Do Lessep.s for coolies to construct 
the Panama Canal, whileanother scbemo 
is under consideration to supply Brazil 
with many thousands of coolies. 

The Japanese Minister hits left Pe- 
king. Tlio Teung-li Yameu refused to 
conclude a treaty with Japan, and 
therefore the Minister leaves Peking 
to confer with his own sovereign on 
tho steps to be taken in reference to tho 
refusal. Russia is supposed to have 
something to do with this affair, in 
stirring up the Japanese at this particu- 
lar time. 

A contemporary learns from a very 
trustworthy source in the North that 
tho indemnity of Russia is 9,000,000 
tads ; that the whole of Kuldja is to 
be restored to' China ; that the frontier 
of Kasbgaria is to be rectified in favor 
of China; that Mongolia is to be opened 
to Russia but not Petune. Tho condi- 
tions aro otherwise more or less the 
same as in tho Livadia tieaty. 

II. M. S. Iron Duke left on the 16th, 
for Singapore, with Admiral Coote on 
board. 

There has been a slight scare here 
about war having been declared by 
China against Japan. There ia no 
foundation for the rumor.

Tho Directors in making thoir Annual Roport have to inform tho Subscribers 
that during tho past yoar thoy have succeeded in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acros 
immediately adjoining tho Hospital, for the purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valosconts in connection with tho Hospital. Tho Government have voted a sum of 
nionoy for tlio oroction of tho nocessary buildings; hut before tho works could bo 
commonced tho Government required tho land to lie conveyed to tho Crown, which 
has beon done. Tho coming spring will, it is hoped, see this most necessary adjunct 
to tlio institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that tho House of Assembly have passed a resolution corn- 
elotoly reversing tho policy under which the Hospital has been for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto the Government have boon content with hav- 
ing two Directors on tho Board, and as a rule these Government Directors have boon 
active and usoful members, and havo fully answered the purposes for which thoy wero 
placed on tho Board. 

Tho other Directors are the nominees of the Subscribers. The proposed change 
will bo detrimental to the interests of those for whom a hospital ia supported. Tho 
attention nocossary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now porformod efficiently by eight gentlemen will be equally as woll per- 
formed by four ia supposing too much, and tho inevitable result will be a recurrence 
to tho worst evils of the past. Tho interest which tlio public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and the active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to oxpross thoir thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitablo aociotioa and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to the support of tho institution. 

The affairs of tho Hospital havo boon economically managed, as will bo seen by 
tho amount of sufferings rolievod and tho Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report the Directors regret that the change introduced by the 
GovL'iiiuioiiL will pievouL Lhoiu again offering their services, and from the applications 
which havo boon received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
tho chango, thoy fear that tho closing of one of the most usoful institutions of tho 
Province will ultimately bo the result. 

There yet romains to bo oonsidored tho question of tho ownership of the pro- 
perty and tho torms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will affoct it. On this subjoct tho Directors aro not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

Of whom 10 have died from tho following causes: — Lung Disease, C; Heart Dis- 
ease, 1; Paralysis, 1; Old Ago and Exhaustion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I have to oxpreHB my thanks to my professional brethren, who havo 
always rendored mo any assistance I was in need of; nnd I would wish to draw tho 
attontion of tho Board of Diroctors to tho admirable manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted the internal affairs of the Hospital, showing 
all possiblo kindnosa and consideration for the patients compatible with tho discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
